Beginning July 1. Indiana goes on 
a strict sugar ration. 
In addition to 
statem ents of quantities of sugar on 
hand, dealers and manufacturers us­ 
ing or handling this commodity , will 
b e required to give detailed informa 
tion concerning 
their 
requirements, 
and sub ject themselves to still further 
radical restrictions in the consump­ 
tion of sugar for tfW months of July . 
August and Septemb er. 
To 
expedite 
the 
distrib ution of 
sugar, all 
of 
which under the new 
regulations comes under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the federal food administra 
tor. J. E. large r, head of the sugar 
division, in the office ot Dr. Harry E. 
Barnard, federal food adm inistrator 
for Indiana, has prepared a classiiica- 
tion 
supplementing 
that 
effective 
heretofore, and will require all dis­ 
trib ution hereafter (except that for 
household consumption) to b e on a 
certificate b asis. 
The classification 
is as follows:

Cheaper to 
Heat Supply Than for 
Animals to Do It Themselves W ith 
Expensive Feeds.

A good supply of clean, fresh water 
should always 1m* at hand for dairy 
cows. 
Much water is needed for the 
high-producing milch cow owing to the 
nature of her product, about 87 per 
cent of which is water. 
It should be 
handy at all times, and in the winter. 
If the tank is outside, heat should be 
applied to take the chill »iff the water. 
Cows w ill drink more water if warmed 
to 60 to 70 degrees Fahrenheit than if 
made to drink ice water. A tank heater 
can be provided at low cost that will 
keep water at proper temperature, 
thereby saving feed and energy of tin* 
animni. It is cheaper to warm ice wa­ 
ter than to allow the cow to warm it 
with high-priced feed.

WATER GIVEN MILKING COWS 


Test Proves That Animals Drink at 
Pond or Creek Only Enough to 
Satisfy Cravings. 


If the milking is done in a stable 
that 
is 
unclean 
and 
unventilated 
filthy and filled with foul odors, ft 
readily understood how the streams 
of milk passing from the udder to the 
pall w ill force the contaminated air 
into the pail and impart to the milk 
its foul odors. 
The use of the sep 
arator under similar conditions must 
produce similar results. 
Odors and flavors are also produced 
in the milk after It has been drawn 
by the Introduction into it of unde 
sirable germs in the dust from the 
stable and the cow and from lack of 
cleanliness of vessels used in hand 
ling it. 


ADD SUCCULENCE TO RATION 


It stands to reason that in winter 
the water given milking cows should 
not b»* icy. 
Many farmers boast of 
the fact that they own creeks or ponds 
to which their cows have access in 
cold weather. 
And while this saves 
work and expense, it is hard on the 
cows, though the farmers claim it is 
not. 
If you want to test the matter, 
lot your cows go to tin* pond <»r creek 
and 
drink 
through 
the ice. 
Then, 
when you have returned to the sta­ 
ble, carry in water that is not lower 
than about 60 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
see how your cows will go after it. 
This proves that they drink at the 
pond or creek only enough to satisfy 
their 
immediate 
cravings 
and 
not 
enough to fill their bags with milk. 


Where Corn Silage Is Not Available 
Feeding Small Potatoes W ill In­ 
crease Milk Flow. 


Potatoes add succulence to the dairy 
ration. 
Where corn silage is not avail­ 
able and there are plenty of small po­ 
tatoes, a peek a day will give a marked 
Increase in milk flow. 
They should be 
introduced into the ration gradually, 
and should be run through a root cut 
ter to avoid the possibility of choking 
tlie animal. 


Roughage for Cows. 
Give the cows all the fodder-corn or 
second-crop clover hoy they w ill eat 
at night, and let them run on the pas­ 
tures as long as they can get a good 
i bite, and do not poach the soft ground.

munitions for use in the world war, 
the dang erous practice of using fire 
crackers 
and 
other 
ex plosiv es 
in 
celebrating Independence Day is not 
popular this y ear. 
Local dealers 
say that comparativ ely few demands 
are made for fireworks. 
Some of 
the retailers did not buy ex plosiv es 
this y ear and are closing out the 
stocks which they carried ov er. 
For the first time, the retailers are 
req uired to buy a permit to sell fire­ 
works. This permit is obtained from 
the ex plosiv e licensing ag ent of the 
county . 
F. W. Wesner holds that 
position and has issued a number of 
permits. 
The retailers are req uired 
to keep a record of each sale and 
the name of the purchasing party .
